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Applicant's arguments filed 5/18/2009 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the heat input of the 
clutch K2 is not a result of motor fueling, and therefore does not teach that the engaging and disengaging of the transmission clutches are 
affected by an increase in fuel to the engine or a resultant increase in engine input torque to the transmission during a shifting operation. 

Examiner would like to establish that the claims do not include the limitation of "the engaging and disengaging of the transmission clutches 
[being] affected by an increase in fuel to the engine or a resultant increase in engine input torque to the transmission during a shifting 
operation," emphasis added. The claims state: 

"actuating a motor fueling from the transmission immediately after the crossover gear shift command..." 
The Popp reference discloses: 

Actuating a motor fueling (@ t3, as evidenced by the increase in the transmission rotational speed, nT, shown in Fig. 5B. This increase in 
transmission rotational speed "results from the. ..uptake [i.e. fueling] of the internal combustion engine," column 5, lines 55-60). 

The transmission rotational speed (nT, shown in Fig. 5B) increases as a result of the uptake of the internal combustion engine. The exact 
shapes of the charts in Fig. 5B are determined by the admissible heat input of the second clutch as a result of the fueling. This is disclosed 
in column 5, lines 55-64. All claim limitations are disclosed by Popp. 

Examiner therefore finds applicant's arguments not persuasive. 
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
